railroad museum in 
a dream come true for 
children who have always wanted to play 
among real engines and cars. 
The museum, called T ravel Town, covers 
nine acres of Los Angeles* Griffith Park. 
It has 15 retired locom otives, as well as a 
number of passenger c a rs, diners, cabooses, 
and other item s of rolling stock. Admission 
is free but a sm all charge is made for rides 
on the only train that runs in the park — 
an engine, coal c a r and two coaches that were 
brought from Hawaii. It operates on a m ile- 
long track with three-foot gauge. Last year 
it carried 103,000 passengers. The park has 
also a diner where children's birthday parties 
are held. 
The museum is the brain child of Charley 
Atkins, an employe of the city’s recreation 
and parks departm ent, who thought that the 
ancient saddle tank engines might make fas­ 
cinating, if king-sized, playthings for the 
city ’s youngsters. 
He went after various 
railroad executives and cajoled them into giv­ 
ing him not only their discarded locomotives 
but diners, passenger c a r s ,cabooses, and even 
ra ils, spikes and ties. 
That was five years ago. His project is still 
expanding. Already he has obtained num erous 
other vehicles, some bearing a relationship to 
railroading, others not. Among them: A San 
F rancisco cable c a r, a 102-year-old circus 
wagon, a M issouri riv e r keelboat, a double- 
decked New York City bus and a 60-year-old 
horse-draw n hook and ladder fire truck. 
The unique railroad museum is pictured 
here.

Nation Girds For 
Flu Onslaught 


When people gather, particularly indoors, 
conditions favor the spread of disease 
Accord­ 
ingly, now that the threat of an epidemic of 
Asiatic influenza hangs over the nation, the 
return of America’s school children to their 
classrooms causes some concern among parents. 
There is, it should he said at once. great 
comfort in medical findings that this sickness 
manifests itself in its mildest form among chil­ 
dren of school age. Even so. it becomes increas­ 
ingly apparent 
that Americans will have to 
keep their fingers crossed as far as hopes of 
getting their children 
inoculated against 
in­ 
fluenza are concerned. 
With six drug manufacturers currently pro- 
ducing vaccine, produc\ion is reported to be so 
slow that only if the expected epidemic 
is 
delayed until spring will supplies be sufficient 
to give the public complete protection. 
It has been suggested that the six concerns 
producing vaccine distribute it on a population 
ratio among the 48 states. Medical records show 
them 
to he 
most vulnerable, 
so preference 
should be given the debilitated, persons over 65 
years of age. and children under three. 
Consideration is - due those whose occupa­ 
tions bring them into contact with many people 
and thus expose them to early infection. 
Even though the people of the nation have 
been alerted to the threat of Asiatic flu and 
have been told the vaccine with which to guard 
against it may not be ample by the time the 
outbreak comes, there is no reason for panic. 
Every possible step to combat it is being taken. 
Probably never has the nation been better 
prepared to meet such an epidemic when and 
if it comes.

John Hollister's Release 


When conservatives join the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration, they just go where they don't belong and they 
get into trouble. 
John Hollister has always been a 
conservative, not only a law partner of Senator Robert 
A. Tatt but a follower, an opponent of both human 
and m aterial waste. 
What he w as doing as Harold 
Stassen’s successor in the give-away program , has 
never been clear to me who have some knowledge 
of the man and his intellectual bearings. 
The issue in the current controversy is as old as 
any form of foreign aid. 
It is w hether foreign aids 
should be given to governm ents or to peoples. 
After 
World War I, much of foreign aid went directly to 
peoples, as for instance, the aid distributed by the 
various Hoover enterprises 
including the American 
Relief Administration, The policy during World W ar ll 
and since has been to deal directly with governments. 
In the case of PNR RA. w hich w as the successor to 
the Hoover relief enterprises, this policy led to con­ 
siderable criticism at the time, because it was charged 
that the Communists w ere using American supplies to 
strengthen Communist power, ripping off American 
labels, even selling the products jwhich the Com­ 
munist governm ents received from the United States 
for free. 


John Hollister said that this policy of foreign 
ald a* between government m d government was 
being changed; that henceforth the United Stales 
would give its aid to peoples for private enterprise 
as against to governments to support socialistic 
enterprises. The charge is not that Hollister lied 
hut that he released the statem ent so that he could 
retire from his give away job in a blaze of pub­ 
licized glory. Undoubtedly, whatever it was that 
John Hollister did. he let some kind of a eat out 
of the political hag. In the new language of cen­ 
sorship, this is called hlabber-mnuthing. 


Actually, the United States, if it is to continue to 
engage in foreign aid. will have to give a large share 
to governm ents in support of socialistic enterprises 
because so m any governm ents with which we choose 
to deal are to a degree, socialist. What em barrassed 
the State D epartm ent in Hollister's statem ent, for 
instance, was that perhaps as m uch as half of India s 
industries are government-owned and therefore social­ 
istic. It is policy of the United States governm ent to 
support Nehru's India which is now one of the prin­ 
cipal targets of Soviet penetration, particularly among 
the non-B rahm an castes. 
Robert L. G arner, president of the International 
Finance Corporation, recently used an im portant phrase 
which might well become a slogan: 
' Private en ter­ 
prise—America s best export.” He said in an address: 
First, it (lessons learned) gives strong support to 
the view that government-to-government aid does not 
win friends; Lady Bountiful is not a safe guide in 
international affairs. 
Second, that economic aid, as 
all other aspects of foreign policy, should be based on 
national self-interest — long-range interest to be sure 
because only long-range, basic interests really count 
toward security. And finally, that economic progress 
is not chiefly a m atter of capital, but of men co m ­ 
petent to apply capital to natural and human resources 
under 
conditions 
of 
relative 
political 
and 
social 
stability , . 


Many recipients of foreign aid dem and that w h at­ 
ever they get trom us should be “ without strings,” an 
utterly absurd view because why should we give them 
large sum s of money for no good reason? Robert L. 
G arner said; 


Experience in i n t e r n a t i o n a l lending has 
bt ought me to realize that only a limited amount 
of funds can effectively he invested by most of 
these countries in any given tim e. They need out­ 
ride planning and supervision of expenditures, but 
their national sensitivity makes it difficult for the 
I nited 
.States 
to 
lay 
down 
effective 
economic * 
limitations and conditions , . 


Then he said: 
F urtherm ore, and to m e this is of great concern. 
the U. S. governm ent is frequently induced to finance 
industrial projects owned and m anaged by govern­ 
ments. som etim es without seeking possibilities of rais­ 
ing all or part of their capital from private sourcas 
and without provision for adequate managem ent. Not 
only are the governm ents generally ill-equipped to 
p' ovide efficient m anagem ent, with the result that not 
infrequently these projects are liabilities to economic 
development, but their control by governm ent encour­ 
ages a trend to the collective state, which is certainly 
m ore in accord with Communist objectives than with 
ours,”

Physicians have learned 
through experience that 80 per 
cent of these patients get well 
when treated conservatively. The 
victim must go to bed for three 
to five weeks when pain is acute. 
Heat, analgesics, and m uscular 
relaxants are employed. 
In some instances, traction is 
applied to the leg to help keep the 
vertebrae apart. A piece of ply­ 
wood is placed under the m airess 
to prevent sagging. With im prove­ 
ment the patient is allowed up. 
When he returns to work he is 
advised to sit straight, to avoid 
sloughing, and not to bend from 
the waist. 


Surgery is advised when these 
m easures fail or pain returns too 
often. The approxim ate tim e of 
hospitalization is 14 days. Physi­ 
cal therapy is given and various 
exercises are done by the patient 
to strengthen the back muscles. 
The executive or office w orker 
m ay return to the job in three or 
four weeks hut the m anual w ork­ 
er or farm er needs m ore time 
before resum ing his work.

were 
gone—re­ 
placed by a modern electric light 
plant 
And nut along the bay where 
the 
Allied 
supply 
dum ps 
once 
stretched mile after mile, I rode 
along miles and mile* of little 
farms, patches of corn, cotton 
and tobacco. 
Up the Y ardar River just out­ 
side Salonika I visited a dam be­ 
ing built by the Greek Govern­ 
ment with American aid. under 
the direction of an American en­ 
gineer. Forrest Varney of S acra­ 
mento. For hundreds of years 
the V ardar has rushed down to 
the sea and no one ever bothered 
to harness its strength or use its 
w ater for irrigation. 
I 
have seen bombed bridges 
and decrepit locomotives lying in 
the V ardar, blasted there by the 
G erm ans and the Bulgar*. No­ 
body ever bothered to rem ove 
them as the w ater rushed over 
them. And one night when it was 
cold and the wind w as howling 
down the mountain pass and our 
locomotive 
hauling 
a 
Jugoslav 
train ran short of steam , I c a r­ 
ried w ater in petrol tins from the 
Y ardar to fill the boiler of the 
“ A m erakanka” — which 
m eans 
“ American 
lady” — the 
nam e 
given by the Serbs because the 
locomotive was m ade in Philadel­ 
phia. 
Well, the unruly V ardar will be 
harnessed now. and its waters 
will spill out peacefully over the 
pains of Macedonia to help feed 
the Greek people. 


Modern Fair In Macedonia 


In 
Salonika 
I 
watched 
the 
American A mbassador and the 
P rim e Minister open the trade 
fair. It was like the G aithersburg 
F air I take you to in Maryland, 
and I was sorry we missed it this 
year. Only this faif doesn't have 
the side-shows and rodeo, and the 
horses which compete with each 
other to see which can pull the 
heaviest loads This fair featured 
farm m achinery from America 
and m any other countries, togeth­ 
er with modern, up-to-date ex­ 
hibits unheard of in the war-torn 
old Turkish city I used to know. 


They even sold G reek hot dogs 
and ham burgers—little different 
from ours, but still pretty good. 
One American exhibit, supplied 
by the American F a rm School, 
showed how to hatch chickens, 
showed the chicks coming out of 
the shell while you stood there, 
showed different sized chickens 
growing and a machine to pluck; 
their feathers after they w e rt 
grown, and finally a b arb ecu t 
spit to cook them. 


The Greeks were fascinated. 
Well 
that's 
how 
things 
h a v t 
changed since I was here as a 
boy. And that s how any part of 
the world can change when it s 
given a chance for peace. 


The 
trouble 
with 
southern 
Europe in the old days was w a r - 
constant. never-ending war. When 
I was here, the G reeks and Serbs 
had barely got over the w ar of 
1912 against Turkey when they 
had the war of 1913 against Bul­ 
garia, then the World War of 
1914, then the w ar of 1922 be­ 
tween G reece and Turkey, then 
World War II in 1939. 
Actually 
w ars 
began 
when 
Philip of Macedonia went down to 
dom inate Athens 
and 
his 
son, 
Alexander the G reat, 
m arched 
E a st to conquer the P ersian s; 
and later when the Turks m a rch ­ 
ed up the V ardar to the gates of 
Vienna in the 14th century. 
We have been lucky in A m er­ 
ica. because for almost a hun­ 
dred years we have not 
been 
desolated by w ar, I hope we can 
rem ain that way. I hope our in­ 
fluence with Europe will keep it 
that way. I confess that I have 
som etim es 
b e e n 
discouraged 
since those day* when I went off 
to try to help prom ote the ideals 
of Woodrow Wilson. However. I 
hope you will never get discour­ 
aged, and that, when you grosv 
up. you will always keep working 
to prevent war.
